LTH O' the Sacred Scriptures and many other 
Writings ſpeak much concerning the building, 
as well as of the Sumptuouſneſs of Soleamon's Temple, yet 


they vary lo greatly in their Accounts, that thoſe who 
have read thoſe Works have not been able to obtain. a 


competent Knowledge of that glorious Fabric: This 


prompted me to bring thole Things to View, which 
had Jain in the dark, and been ſepulchred from the 
Thoughts of Men for many Centuries. To this End, 
the following ſhort Treatiſe is offer'd to the Publick, 
tranſlated into Engliſh from the Original, compoſed by 
that very learned and great Architect, 7. Juda Lyon, 
( Hebrew, printed in the Years 1642, 1643, and 1669) 
the Inventor and Maker of the Model of the ſaid Tem- 


ple; giving an exact Deſcription of the whole, divided 
into Four Parts, viz, The

The Fourth contains 39 Articles, which relates to the 
Buildings that were contiguous to the Temple; as the 


King's Palace, the magnificent Gallery that went from 
thence to the Temple, and the grand Fortreſs, call'd 
Fort Antonio, for its Defence. 


Theſe 4 Treatiſes, I preſume, will give a diſtinct Idea 
&f Whatever the Curious may defire to know of this 
Wonderful Building; the Model of which I have in my 
Poſſeſſion, made all of Wood, with its Appendages, 
being three Feet and a half long, from Eaſt to Weſt,

TREATISE I. 


The Deſcription of the TEMPLE in general. 
O convey an entire Knowledge of what that glo- 
T rious Building the TEMPLE or SOLOMON was, 1 
ſhall relate ſome particular Articles by which the Rea» 
der will comprehend how far it ſurpaſſed all ſumptuous 
Buildings in the Univerſe, | 
ARTICLE 1. Of the Author of the woe 
The Architect of this Edifice was the great and 
wiſe King Solomon, of whoſe great Wiſdom and Riches 
the Scripture gives an Account: Yet with all his Wiſs 
dom and Riches, he was not permitted to do it merely. 
by his own Skill and Induſtry, but through the expreſs 
Order and Model of God himſelf, who was the princi- 
pal and eſſential Architect of this great and wonderful 
Building ; having reveal'd to his Servant Moſes the 
Model of the Tabernacle, and afterwards to the Pro- 
phet King David, the Plan and Deſcription of that 
grand Fabrick, with a Command, that he ſhould leave

his Son Solomon to build it without any Alteration.

2. Of the great Number of Perſons employed in the Struc- 
ture of the Temple, 


The Number of Perſons employed in the Erection 


of this Temple amounted to 163600, of whom 3300 


were Maſter-workmen, and 309 Commanders over 
them all. — Through their Orcers and Management 
the Work was done. 


3- Of the Time the Temple cook building.” 
Tho' fo grear a Number of Perſons were conſtantly 
occupied in this Building, it took up the Space of 7 
Years, from the Beginning to the End, and was finiſh'd 
48 7 Years after ljraePs Departure out of Egypt. 

4. Of the Whiteneſs and Gentility of this Building. 

The Form of the Temple was exactly ſquare, built 
of 'very large and precious Marble Stones, the White- 
neſs of which appeared afar off like a Mountain cover'd 
with Snow; and the Gold that it was overlaid with, 


ſhone with ſuch a Luſtre when the Sun was on ir, that 
no Perion could look on it for its Brightneſs. 


5. Of the Teighth of the Temple. 
The Temple was ſituated ſo high on the Top of 


| the Mount where it ſtood, that thofe that were up in 


the Gallery towards the South, (which was one of the 
4 outward Galleries that the Temple was ſurrounded 
with) found it impoſſible to diſtinguiſh any thing in 
the Vllics beneath, from the Swimming occaſioned by 
its exceſſive Heighth. 
The Quantity of Materia's prepared for th? T enple. 
King David had prepared an innumerable Quantity 
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ſuch as Shittim Wood, Iron, Copper, Silver, Gold, 
and Precious Stones; the Gold alone was 108000 Ta- 
lents and 78 Pounds in Weight, at 93 3-4ths. Pounds 
per Talent, and computed ha our Pound of 16 Ounces 
per Pound, amounts to 10, 12 5,078 Pounds of Averdu- 
pois Weight, which is 12,219,921 Pounds Troy, at 
14; Ounces Averdupols per Pound Troy; and reckon- 
ing thoſe Pounds Troy at 48 J. Sterling per Pound, the 
Amount is, 586, 556, 208 J. Sterling. — Such was the 
amazing Quantity of Materials prepared by King David 
in his Liſe- time; and it may be ſuppoſed that what 
King Solomon furniſh'd, by his Father's Command, out 
of his owh Treaſure, was ſuitable to his Riches and 
Magnificence, and no ways inferior; which being added 
to the former, would fully load One hundred and ſix 
Eaſt India Ships; and the Scripture ſays, that in Solo- 
mon's Time, Gold and Silver wete counted as Stones. 

7. Of the great Number of Gold and Silver Veſſels that 

were uſed in the Service of the Temple. 

The Veſſels uſed in the Temple were extremely 
large, and took up an Abundance of Gold and Silver 
there were, 20000 Cups of Gold; of Silver 40000 3 
Candleſticks of Gold, of the ſanie Make as thoſe of 

Moſes, 10000; Cans of Gold for Wine, 80000; Ba- 
ſons of Gold, 10000; of Silver, 20000; Plates of 
Gold, in which they brought the fine Flour mingled 
with Oil to offer on the Altar, $0000; of Silver; 
160000; other Plates, or Diſhes of Gold, wherein they 
mingled the fine Flour with Oil, 60000; of Silver the 
lame Number; Meafures of Gold, call'd Hrx and His. 
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sARox, in which they meaſured the Wine and Oil for 


the ule of the Offerings made by Fire, 20000; of Sil- 
ver, 40000; Cenſors of Gold, in which were carried 
the Sweet Incenſe to the Golden Altar, 20000 ; of Sil- 
ver, in which they carried the Fire from the great Al- 
tar, to adminiſter the, Perfume in the holy Temple, 


50000; Trumpets of Silver, 200000; Harps and Cit- 


tars to accompany the Hymns, 40000, of EleFrum, (a 
Sort of Metal made 4 Parts ot Gold and one Part of 
Silver;) Tables of Gold of different Make, whereon 
thoſe Veſſels ſtood, 1i0000 : So that the Number of 
Golden Veſſels amounted to 310000, and the Number 


of Silver ones to 570000, which were all kept in the 
Treaſury Chambers of the Temple. 


Of all other Veſſels and Inſtruments that were uſed 
in the Temple-Service, there were always 2 or 3 of the 
ſame Sort, that in caſe any of them ſhould happen to 
be render'd unclean or broke, there might then be a 
new one. to replace it, and the old ones were melted 
down and caſt afreſh; but if they were ſuch as could 
not be melted, then they were kept, and others put in 
their Places. 


8. The Thickneſs of the Gold that cover'd the Temple within. 
The Gold that cover'd the Ciclings, Floors, and 


Walls, was not as in our Days, a Leaf of Gold of no 


Subſtance, but- it was overlaid with pure Gold, the 
Thickneſs of a Guinea, and put on m ſuch a curious 
Manner, that the fine carved Work was diſtinctly ſeen. 
9. The Number of Perſons that ſerved in the Temple. 

'Fhe Levites employed in the Service of the Temple,

as Porters, Singers, and other Officers, were in Number 
32000, and every one of them 30 Years old, or up- 
wards : They were divided into 24 Companies, one of 
which ſerved a Week; and theſe Companies were again 
divided into 7 Claſſes, one Claſs for each Day in the 
Week. And the Number of Prieſts that officiated in 
the Temple was ſo great, that tho? the Sweet Incenſe 
was miniſtred every Day, with the continual Sacrifices, 
one Prieſt never miniſtred-twice ; for he that perfumed 
once, could never do it again: But the High Prieſt 
might adminiſter the Perfume when he pleaſed. 


10. The Number of Perſons that watched every Night: 

Twenty-four Companies watched every Night in the 
Temple, viz. 3 of Prieſts and 21 of Levites ; each of 
theſe Companies conſiſted of 10 Perſons at leaſt, and 


were poſted at the Gates, Corners, and ſundry Rooms 
round the Temple.

11. Of the Reverence and Reſpełt paid to the Temple. 
No Perſon was permitted to enter any Part of the 
Temple with a Walking ſtick in his Hand, or with 
their Shoes on, or with Duſt on their Feet, nor with 4 
Knapſack, or Money tied in a Handkerchief; neither 
was any Perſon to enter at one Gate and go out at ano- 
ther to ſhorten the Way, nor even ſpit on the Floor x 
whoever wanted made uſe of their Handkerchiefs. 

2. The Manner of going into the Temple. 

All that enter'd the Temple, at either of the Gates; 
went ſlowly to the right-hand Side, till they came to 
the Place where they were permitted to go; except thoſe 
that were excommunicated, or in Mourning; theſe 
went to the left-hand becauſe they {ſhould be known. 
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13. The Manner of going out of the Temple. 
That the Prieſts, Levites br Iſfraelizes, after they 
had done their Duty, did not turn themſelves, but 


went ſlowly backwards, bowing firſt on one Side and 
then on the other, till they were out of the Temple. 


14. The di Ferent Degrees in the Situation ef the Temple. 

The Fabric of the Temple was not fituated on one 
equal Plain, as all other Buildings are, of one Heighth 
and on an equal Situation; but that it ſhould appear 
more glorious and beautiful, was built on Plains of 
different Elevations, which reached to the Top of the 
Mount, where the holy Temple was erected. 


15. Of the Degrees of Sanctity that were in the Temple. 
Within the Circuit of the outward Part of the Gal- 
leries (or the Ramparts that ſurrounded the whole 
Building) were ſeven Degrees of Sanctity. 
The fr Degree, went up 7 Steps from the ſaid 


Ramparts, thro* any of the outſide Gates or Portals, 


and lead into a ſpacious Plain, call'd the Mount of the 
Temple, or more properly, the Court of the Gentiles. — 
This Place was reputed more holy than the City of 


Jeruſalem itſelf ; therefore no Perſon was permitted to 


go in that had a running Iſſue, nor a Woman that had 
laid-in before ſhe was purified. 

The ſecond Degree, went up 12 Steps, of 6 Cabits 
high, to a Part call'd the Court of the Women and 1/racl- 


ites, into which no Gentile might enter, nor even an 


Hraelite that was unclean by touching any dead Perſon'; 
and thoſe that had bathed to purify themſelves, were 
not ſuffer'd to enter therein till Sun-ſer.

The third Degree, went up 15 Steps forward, to 3 
Place call'd the Court of the Iſraelites, where they brought 
their Sacrifices ; into which no Perſon was to enter but 
ſuch as brought Sacrifices, and had bathed and purihed. 

The fourth Degree, went up 3 Steps more inwardly, 
and was call'd the Court of the Prieſts, into which no 
Tiraelite was permitted to enter, even if they were puri- 
fied, unleſs they came to offer their Sacrifices, and lay 
their Hands upon 1t, according to the Law, or at the 
ſolemn Feaſts which were held 3 times in the Tear. 

The fifth Degree, was ſtill more inwards, call'd the 
Plain, between the holy Temple and the Altar, into 
which no deformed Prieſt might enter, or ſuch as had 
torn Cloaths, nor any that wore their Hair long, like 
Mourners, 

The th Degree, was the Temple itſelf, into which 
none were to enter but the Prieſts; nor they, till they 

had bathed and waſhed their Hands and Feet. The 
King himſelf was not exempted from theſe Duties, when 
he appeared at the Temple before the Lord, and fat 
down near the Door thereof, to eat of the Victims 
himſelf had preſented as Peace- Offerings. 

The ſeventh and higheſt Degree, was the Sandum 
$anZorum, or Holy of Holies, which was the moſt in- 
ward Part of all, into which none enter'd but the High 
Prieſt, and he only one Day in the Year, and that was 
on the Day of Atonement; on that Day he went four 
Times upon different Miniftrations, bathing himſelf be. 
ren every Time, 
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16. The different Offices there were in the Temple. 
The Places, or Poſts, for the Miniſtration or Service 
of the Temple, were divided into fifteen different Parts 
or Claſſes, and over each of them a Governor or Super- 
intendant, who had many Perſons to aſſiſt him. 
The firſt was call'd the Syperintendant of the Times, who 
gave Notice in the Morning to the Prieſts and Levites 
1 of the Time they were to offer their daily Sacrifices, 
1 and that a Band of Hraelites ſhould attend at the ſaid 
I Sacrifice, that all might do their Duty with Diligence, 
The ſecond was call'd the Saperintendant of the Por- 

ters, who order* the Doors to be opened and ſhut at 
= the ſtated Hours; and the Priefts to blow the Trum- 
| [ pets when they were open'd 

| The third was call'd e of the Watch, who 
i went round the Temple every Night, (his People going 
I before him with Torches in their Hands) and if any 
that were on the Watch did not ſtand up and ſalute 
him as he paſſed, he was puniſh'd ; and if the Super- 
inrendant choſe it, he might burn his Coat; his neg- 
kcting the Salute being a Proof that he was aſleep. . 


The fourth was called the Syperintendant of the Singers, 
who daily nominated the Levites that ſhould ſing in the 
Pulpit, and the Prieſts that ſhould ſound the Trumpets 
at the Time the Sacrifices were burnt, and when the 
Effuſions of Wine were thrown on the Altar. 


The Fifth was call'd Superi. etendant of the Organs, and 
a Muſical Inſtruments, who nominated the Perfor- 
mers that play'd when the Levites were ſinging. 


1 hy ſicth was call'd the Syperintendant of the Lots, for 
every

every one, according to their Claſſes, to perform their 
Service, that there might be no Diſcord or Confuſion. 
The ſeventh was call'd the Sperintendant of the Tickets, 
who gave Tickets, for a certain Price, to thoſe that 
offer'd Sacrifices; by means of which they were provi- 
ded with Wine to make the Effuſions at every Sacrifice. 
The eighth was call'd the Superintendant of the Wines, 
who provided Wine for ſuch as had the ab ve Tickeis., 
The ninth was call'd the Superintendant of ihe Pid- 
geons, and provided Pidgeons and Turtles, at a certain 
Price, for ſuch as wanted to offer them in Sacriice. 
The tenth was call'd the Superintendant of the Waters, 
who had in his Care the digging of Wells, and keeping 
the Ciſterns and Fountains in repair, that the Temple 
nor Jeruſalem might never want Water, but have it in 
abundance. 
The eleventh was the Superintendant of the Sick, wha 
had the Care ot the Prieſts and Levites that ha bened 
to fall ſick in the Service of the Vemple. | 


The twelfth was the Superintendant for making the 
Shew-Bread. 


The thirteenth, was the Superintendant for making 
the Sweet Incenſe. 


The fourteenth, was the Superintendant of the Vails 
and Cuitains made for the Temple and Doors. 

And the fifteenth, was the Supcrintendant of tue 
Garments of the Prieſts. 


17. The Degrees of Di gnity there were between the Prie 76. 
There were five Degrees of Dignuy am ag!) them; 


the firſt of which was the High Prieſt, wha was the 
I n fo- 
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ſupreme of all the others; and under him was another 
that had the Command of the reſt, and was call'd the 
Prince of ine Hrieſts. When he accompanied the High 
Prieſt, he always went ar his right Hand, while ano- 
ther was at his lefr, ſtiled the Head of the Houſe of 
Fathers, who preſided over the ſeven Claſſes of Prieſts 
that ſerv'd weekly in the Temple, call'd Anarchelin. 

Under this Prince of the Prieſts were certain Depu- 
ties, calld Caticulin, who officiated in his Abſence; but 
never leis than two of them, =D, 

Under thoſe Caticulin there were other Deputies, who 
had the Care of the Keys of the Temple, but were not 
permitted to open any outward Gates without they 
were all together, being ſeven in Number, 

And under the Amarchelin were other Deputies call'd 
Giſbarim, or Treaſurers, who received the Monies be- 
longing to the Temple, and diſtributed it as they thought 


proper,—Tuele were not to be leſs than Three. 


: 18. Ten wonderful Obſervations that continued in the Temple 


all the Time it laſied. © 
" 1ſt. No pregnant Woman that went to the Temple 
ever miſcarried by the Smell of the Fleſh of Sacrifices. 
2dly, That the faid Fleſh never was corrupted, 
| zaly, That a Fly was never ſeen in the Slaughter 
houſe of the Temple, tho” there was a great deal of Fleſh. 
qthiy, That the High Pricſt was never defiled by 
any Pollutions the Night preceding the Day of Atone- 
ment. 
sthly, That the Rain, however violent, never extin— 
guiſh'd the Fire of the Furnaces that burnt on tae Altaj, 
Which u were expoſed to the open Air. 6bthly, 
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Sthly, That the Wind, tho! ever ſo high, never drove 

the Smoke of the ſaid Fires to one Side or the other, 
but it aſcended ftrait up like a Pillar. 

7thly, No Impurity was ever found in the Meaſure: 
of new Oats, which were offer'd on the Altar of 
Sacrifices the ſecond Day of the Feaſt of Paſſover, (which 
was call'd Homer); nor in the two leaven'd Loaves of 
fine Flour offer'd in the Feaſt of the Weets; or any Im- 
” purity in the Shew-Bread, from the Touch of any ul 
clean Reptile. 

sthly, That when all Jac! reſorted to the Temple 
at the three Feaſts in the Year, or on the Sabbath, or 
the New Moons, as they ſtood up in the Courts, they 
found themſelves much preſſed by the Concourſe of 
People, but when they knelt down, and might expect 
to have been more crowded, perceived themſelves muth 
mote roomy and at liberty, 

gthly, That no Serpent or venemous Creature ever 
bit a Perſon in the City of Jeruſalem. 

 10thly, That no Perſon, thu” a Stranger, met with 

any Difficulty in procuring a Lodging in Jeruſalem, 
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TREATISE II. 


Deſcription of the Fabric of the Temple. 
Of the Mount where the Temple was built. 
1. It was call'd Mount Moria, and was within the 
City of Jeruſalem, being ſituated at the end of the North 


Side of it, and is the fame where God order'd Abraham 


to ofter up his Son Iſaac. Fhis Mountain was 300 Cu- 
B 2 bits 
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bits high, ſurrounded with deep Vallies; it had magrii- 
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ficent Walls which reach'd to the Top, the Stones of 
which were white, 40 Cubits long, and wide in propor- 
ti on.— The Cubit was 6 Fiſts long, and every Fiſt 4 


Thumbs in Breadthz which is about 2 Feet and a 


quarter each Cubit. 


2. There were Pilaſters, or Supporters, 300 Cubits 
high, 120 long, and thick in proportion, to ſupport the 
Walls on the outſide, as from their great Heighth they 


might have been in danger of falling. 


3. This Mount is open towards the Weſt, on the 


City-Side, where there were 4 Rows conſiſting ot a 
great Number of Steps, from the Bottom to the Top: 
Here all the Populace aſcended to the Temple. The 


2 middic Rows went to the Borders of the City, The 
34 went to King Herod's Palace; and the 4th went to 
the high Part of the City, calld the City of David. 


Of the ARRABALD, or the Ramparts of the T emple. 
4. There was a Wall of 6 Cubits high, and the ſame 


in width, round theBorder of this Mount, which ſerved 


for a Fence, to prevent the People from falling over 
on the Rocks or into the Vallies. 

5. On the Weſt Side of the Mount, on this Border, 
there were 4 Gates, which correſponded with the 4 
Rows of Steps above-mentioned. 


6. There was a Bridge Gtuated on the Eaft Side of 


this Mount, inclin'd to the North, with double Arches, 


whete the Red Cow went over to be burnt, (the Aſhes 
of which were to purify thoſe that were unclean by 
touching of the Dead) and this Bridge reached to the 

Mount 
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Aount of the Olives, which is on the Eaſt Side of the 
City, at the Diſtance of one thouſand Steps, (or a quar- 
ter of an hour's Waik) where the Red Cow uled to 
be ſacrificed. 


7. There was another Bridge ſituated on the South 
Side of this Mount, at the End of the Eaſt, with a 
magnificent Gallery, which King Solomen went up with 
his People and Attendants from his Palace to the Tem- 
ple, and going ſtrait forwards acroſs the Ramparts, 
(which were go Cubits wide & pav'd with fine Marble) 


aſcended 7 Steps, enter'd into a Door on the South Side, 
Purpcſely for him, under the Eaſt Gallery, or Piazza, 


and turning to the Left, came into the outward Court, 
call'd che Court of the Gentiles; and paſſing up 12 Steps, 
enter* into one of the inward Courts, call'd the Court 

of the Ifraelites and Women; 15 Steps ſtrait forward, 
through the high Porch or Gate, was where the Royal 
Chair ſtood; and then 3 Steps more lead into the Court 


of the Pricfts, or the Court of the Holy Temple. 


8. There was another Bridge which joined to the 
South-weſt Part of Mount Moria, and communicated 
with the high Part of the City call'd the City of David. 

9. Another Bridge was ſituated on the North-eaſt, and

them, that no Perfon ſhould fall. Each of thoſe Gal- 
leries, or Piazzas, was ſupported by 3 Rows of Pillars, 
each 25 Cubits high, and made of one fingle Stone, tho? 
they were as big round as three Men could compals : 
The outward Row was half in the Wall, the Carved- 
work of the Corinthian Order; the Pillars were fifteen 
Cubits diſtance one from another, and the Floors pav'd 
with very fine Marble. 

12. There were 5 Gates to the above Galleries: One 
on the Eaſt Side, call'd the Gate of Suſan; one on the 


North, call'd the Gate Jedi; another on the Weſt; call'd 
the Gate Kiponos; and 2 on the South, call'd the Gates 


of Hulda. Each of theſe were 20 Cubits high, and 20 
Cubits wide, 


13. Rooms, 6 Cubits FOUR were built on each 


Side of thoſe Gates, thro* which they went to the Gal- 
leries; theſe ſerv'd the People that watch'd, and was 
call'd the Entrance. 


14. There were Towers erected at the 4 Corners of 


theſe Galleries; one over the Gate on the Weſt Side; 
one on the North, over the Gate of the inward Court; 
and another over the Eaſt Gate of the ſaid Court, with 


Windows on every Side, that in caſe of an Attack, they 
might annoy an Enemy with Arrows, Stones, or. otlier 
miſſive Weapons,

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15. The Plan of the City of Suſan was engraved on 
the Sides of the Eaſtern Gate call'd Suſan, in honour of 


the Kings of Perſia, in Acknowledgment of their Sub- 
jection to them; Suſan being the capital City of Perſia.

16. The great Place call'd the Mount of the 7. * 
or more properly, t/e Court of the Gentiles, was g; Cu- 
bits ſquare; here they aſſembled on the Sabbath-day, at 
the New Moons, and the three ſolemn Feaſts in the 
Jear, but they were not permitted to go any further 
than this Court, Many Pillars, with Rails 2 Cubits 
high, ſurrounded tie inward Courts, as a Fence, at the 
Diftance of 10 Cubits f om the Walls of the ſaid Courts, 
and on ſome of theſe Pillars was an Inſcription, in 
Greek and Latin, intimating that, The Stranger that cometh 
nigh fliall be put to death, This Court of the Gentiles, or 
outward Court, was pav'd with various Sorts of Marble. 

17. Twenty-four Companies of Guards, conſiſting 
of :o Men each Company, were appointed to watch in 
the different Parts of this Court, viz. 1 Company in 
cach Corner of the 4 outward Galleries, 1 Company at 
each of the 5 Gates, and 1 Company at each Corner of 
the Court of the Prieſts, and 1 Company at each of 
5 Doors, (out of 14) that were on the South and North 
Sides of this Court. Of the 3 on the South, one was

Scripture, after they were cleanſed or purified, came 
with their Wives and Families to the Temple, to wor- 
ſhip before the Lord, on the Sabbath-day, the New 
Moons, and the 3 yearly Feaſts. This Court was 135- 
Cubits ſquare, and over the Door and Portals, between 
the two Courts, were Chambers where two Senates, 
(conſiſting of 23 Perſons each) took their Turns to pre» 
fide, and fat in the following Manner: The Preſident 
at the Head of the Table; at his right-hand fat the 
Vice-Prefident, and at his left the other 21, (rather be- 
fore him, in form of a Semi-circle) according to their 
Ranks: Before theſe Senators fat three Rows of wiſe 
Men, of whom there were 23 in every Row; and they 
were Perſons capable to officiate ſhould any of the Se- 
nators be wanting.

The South-weſt Chamber was the Warehouſe of the 
Oils and M ines chat were uſed in the Temple. 

And the North-weſt Chamber was call'd the Kitchen 
of the Lepers: They had different Iron Plates on which 
they dreſſed their Sacrifices, after being cleanſed of 
the Leproſy, and then brought them to the Temple.

alſo from the ſame Place, the High Prieſt read certain 
Texts of the Law on the Day of Atonement: 
28. There was a Porch or Gate, 20 Cubits high and 
10 wide, at the Top of the 15 Steps, that lead into the

New Porch, the Middle Porch, and other Names; and 
in the ſecond Temple it was call'd e Door of Nicanor, 
but mote properly, thc Copper Door, Being of Corinthia 
Copper, which was held in higher Eſtimation than the 
fineſt Gold.

33. A Wall of very fine Marble, of 1 Cubit high, 


and 135 Cubits long, from North to South, divided the 
Court of the Prieſts; and on this Wall were 3 Steps of 


half a Cubit high, and the ſame width, call'd the Pulpit 
ef the Levites, where they performed on Muſical Inſtru- 


ments at the Time of the Sacrzices, and when the Ef- 


fuſions of Wine were made.

The Altar was built on the ſam 
Fßpot of Ground where Abraham was order'd to facrific 
his Son Iſuac. | 
35: There were 4 ſquare Buildings ar the 4 Corners 
of the Altar, Call'd the Horns of the Altar, of -a Cubit 
ſquare, .and 1-6th part leſs than a Cubit high, hollow 
within, on which they made the Sprinkling of the 
Blood; and what Blood remained in the Baſons after 
the ſaid Sprinklings, was thrown into 2 Holes, one on 
the South and the other on the Weſt, which communi- 
cared with a Channel of the Fountain mentioned in Ar-

75. Two Pillars of Copper were erected at the Front 
of the Temple, (which was more valued than Gold) the 
Pillar on the right-hand was call'd Jacniv, and that on 
the left Boaz, which ſignifies, He /hall eftabliſh in if 
Strength.

77. A golden Lanthorn was fixed over this Porch, 
which, when the Rays of the Sun appeared upon it in

Of the Ark of the Covenant. 
1. The Ark of the Covenant was made of Shittim- 


Wood, 2 Cubits and a half long, 1 and a half broad, 
and the ſame in Heighth ; it was overlaid with Plates of 


fine Gold, and had a Rim round the Top with 4 Rings 
of Gold, thro' which were ran 2 Staves of Shittim-wood, 


alſo overlaid with the ſame Metal, and each 10 Cubits 


long: By theſe the Levites carried the Ark on their 
Shoulders. 


2. The Mercy-Seat, which cover'd the Ark of the 
Covenant, with the 2 Cherubims at the Sides, {as men- 
tion'd in Article 102 | was all of ſolid Gold. Between 


_ theſe 2 Cherubims was a Cloud in form of a Pillar, full 


of Fire within, which was to re preſent the Glory of God. 


3. On the Day of Atonement the High Prieſt ſprink- 
led ſome Drops of the Blood of the Sacrifices in the 


: Holy of Holies, between the Staves of the Ark and the 


| Mercy-Seat. 

4. There were the Two Tables of the Teſtament, which 
were made of white Stones, call'd Saphir, each one 
Cubit ſquare and half a Cubit thick, on which were

mandments; that is, 5 Commandments on each Table, 
there being 2 and a half on each Side.

5. This Table was made of Shittim-Wood, was 2 
Cubits long, 1 wide, and 1 and a half high, and cover'd 
with Plates of Gold; it was ornamented round the Top 
with a Rim, and ſupported on 4 Feet; the half towards 
the Top was four-corner'd, the lower part round ; it had 
Rings and Staves of Gold, &c. and was carried in the 
ſame Manner as the Ark of the Covenant, 

6. There were 12 Loaves, made of the very beſt 
Flour, and ſifted thro? 1 1 Sieves, without Leaven, thin 
and ſmooth like Pancakes; each contained 2 Meaſures 
call'd Hizarons, which are reckon'd to be 2 Pounds & 2 
half each Meaſure ; they were 6 Hands long, 5 wide, and 


1 Finger thick, with 6 Points: The Loaves were made 4 


in 18 Pans of different Impreſſions, and therefore 
eall'd in Hebrew the Shew-Bread : They were put upon | 
the Table one an another, 6 on each Side, ſupported by || 
2 golden Forks with 3 Prongs, which were pointed and 
fixed in the Floor, one on each Side the Table; thro* 
the Prongs there were Holes, into which 14 golden Bars 
were put, which reach'd from one Fork to the other, 
on which they ſtood as follows; 2 Loaves on every 3 
Rods, beſides the 2 under ones on the Table, and the 2 
upper Loaves ieſted on 2 Rods only. | 

7. Every Sabbath-day, when the Shew-Bread was 
taken off or put on the Table, one handful of Sweet 
Incenſe were put in two Gold Baſons, and burnt in one

| ſet on the Table between the two Rows of Shew-Bread, 
8. There were Iron Pans to bake the Shew- Bread in, 
and others of Gold to put it in afterwards, when it was 
placed on the golden Tables. 


07 the Golden Candlaſtict of » Branches. 
. This Candleſtick had 7 Branches, and weighed 
Patent of Gold ; the middle Branch (or Shaſt) was 3 Cu- 
bits high, & had 6 Branches, (3 on each Side) all beaten 
out of one Piece of Gold, and indented by the Ham- 
mer witk the Appearance of Almonds : Ir was orna- 
mented with Bowls, Knops, and Flowers, in the follow- 
ing Manner; in the middle Branch, 4 Bowls, 5 Knops, 
and 3 Flowers; and in every one of the other 6 Bran- 
ches, 3 Bowls, 1 Knop, and 1 Flower; which make 
together, 22 Bowls, 11 Knops, and g Flowers. At 
te Top of every one of theſe 7 Branches a Lamp was 
red, which pointed towards the middle one; and the 
middle one towards the Sandtum Sanctorum. The Stand 
of this Candleſtick had three Feet, of 3 Hands high, 
and hollow. | 
10. There were three Marble Steps, of a Cubit and 
half in Heighth, before this Candleſtick, by which the 
Prieſt aſcended to light the 7 Lamps, and to prepare 
them, and clean them. | 
11. On the 2d Step there was a golden Bowl with the 
Cottons for the Lamps, and golden Tongs to take up 
that which was firſt lighted; this was done by the Fire 
that was brought in a Cenſor from the Altar of Sweet 
Incenſe, and with which they lighted the other 6. 
12. There 
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12. There was likewiſe a ſmall golden Spoon, with 
which they took the Oil from any of the Lamps that 
happ ned to go out; alſo a Piece of Linnen, to clean 
- them, and prepare them with freſh Oil for next Night. 

13. They daily put the Quantity of Oil that was ne- 
ceſſary for the 7 Lamps, into a ſmall golden Flaſket, 
which was ſhut up by the High Prieſt, and ſealed wit! 
bis Seal. | 

f the Altar of Sweet Incenſe. 

14, This Altar was made of Shittim Wood, and was 
1 Cubir ſquare and 2 Cubits high, overlaid with Plates 
of Gold; it had a Rim or Crown round the Top, with 
Horns at the 4 Corners, after the Manner of the Horns 
af the Altar of Sacrifices, with 4 Rings of Gold, and 
two Staves overlaid with Gold, which were put thro 
thoſe Rings, by which the Levites carried it on their 
Shoulders; tho? it had double Wheels, and would run 
any Way they turn'd it. 

16. Drops of the Blood of the Sacrifices were ſprink- 
led on the Horns of this Altar, by the High Prieſt, on 
the Day of Atonement; and at the Top of this Altar 
there was a golden Diſh with a Cover, and over that a 
fine Linnen Cloth with 11 different Sorts of Sweet In- 
cenſe, which having pounded very fine in a Mortar, 
they uſed to perfume with twice a Day. 

16. There was alſo a Silver Shovel, with which they 
fetch'd. burning Coals from the F urnace that was on 
the great Altar to burn the Perfumes ; there was ano- 
; ther ſmaller Shovel that received the ſaid Coals to be 
thrown on the Altar, after which the Sweet Incenſe | 
was ſprinkled on the Coals Of-

17. At one Side of the Holy of Holes, before the Ark 
of the Covenant, in a Pitcher of Cryſtal, ſtood the Pitcher 
f Mama, (ſomething like white Coriander Seed ;) that 
all the /frazlizes and their Poſterity ſhould keep in mind 
the Bread their Forefathers eat in the Wilderneſs. 


Of Aaron's Rod. 
18. On the other Side of the Ark ſtood Aaron's Rod, 
(that budded, bloom'd, and bore Almonds j) which was

19. There was a Plate of Gold, on which was wrote 
in Hebrew the Oath that the Woman was to make.

22. The Brazen or Copper Sea, (ſo call'd for the 


great Quantity of Water it contained) was for the Prieſts 
to waſh their Hands and Feet before they miniſtred in 


the Temple: It was round, and to Cubits wide from 
Brim to Brim, 5 Cubits high, and one Hand thick ; it 
had a Border round the Top like that of a Copper, and 
3 Cubits of the lower Part being within a ſquare Pe- 
deſtal, gave it the Form of the half of a Bowl; and on 
the 4 Sides of this Pedeſtal, were two Rows of Heads of 
Oxen, with Water running out of their Mouths. 
12. The hinder Parts of 12 Oxen, alſo of Copper,

Of the PALACE of King SOLOMON. 

1. The great and ſumptuous Palace which King Solo- 
mon built near the ſouth of the Temple, was of ex- 
tremely fine-poliſh? d white Marble, the Blocks 8 and 
10 Cubits in Dimenſion; of Shittim-wood, of Silver 
and Gold, and many precious Stones ſet in Gold, fixed 
in the Cielings and Walls with exquiſite Skill and 
Beauty. This Palace took up 13 Years in building.“ 
2. In the Middle of this was a very fine and ſpacious 
Houſe, call'd the Houſe of Juſtice, (or, The Heuſe of the 
Foreſt of Lebanon) not becauſe it was built in a Foreſt, 
but becauſe the 2 Cielings, Pillars, and overlaying of the 
Walls within, contained ſuch a Quantity of the moſt 
choice Shirtim-Wood +, from that Foreſt, chat it 
might have been thought the whole Foreſt was there; | 
The Inſide of this Building was 100 Cubits long, and 
58 wide, and high in proportion, The Walls, Ciel- 
ings, and Floors, were cover'd with the above Shittim- 
Wood, cary'd after the Corinthian Manner. | 

3 The lower Chambers of this Building were 30 
Cubus high, and divided into 2 Parts; the Roofs were 
ſup-

fupported by four Rows of ſtrong ſquare Pillars of 
Shittim-wood ; it had Doors on every Side, and 3 Rows 
of ſquare Windows, one above another. 

4. At the Entrance of this Building was a grand and 
ſpacious Hall, 60 Cubits long, 50 wide, and 3o high : 
At this Place the People attended to demand Juſtice, 
and all Cauſes were tried and determined there. 

5. Sixteen Pillars, at an equal Diſtance one from ano- 
ther, placed in ſour Rows, ſupported the upper Part of 
this Building. 

6. Remarkable ſtrong Beams of Shittim-W6od were 
laid from one Pillar to another, to ſupport the Build- 
ing above it. 

7. Alſo Rafters of Shittim-wood, of the ſame Length, 
were put in 3 Rows at the width of this Hall, between 
th: four Rows of Pillars above-mentioned. 

8. The 2d Chamber of this Building was 5o Cubits 
long, 30 wide, and the ſame high ; the Pillars & Beams 
were the ſame. as in the other Chamber; with Windows 


aad Doors that communicated with the King's Palace. 


Here the King fat to give Audience to ſuch Perſons as 
came before him for Juſtice, for which Reaſon it was 
call'd The Chamber of Juſtice. 


9. A ſtrong Wall parted theſe two Chambers, and 2 
Door communicated one to the other. 

10. A magnificent Throne was effected in this Cham- 
ber, made all of Ivory; and overlaid with pure Gold; 
it went lp 6 Steps, on which were placed the Fi wired 
of 12 Lions, (6 on each Side the Steps) and one on 
each Side the Stays of the Seat where the King ſat.“

11. A ſumptuous Chair was fixed on the Throne; 


made i in the manner of Hands, as if to receive the King, 
and at his Back was the Figure of a Half- Ox looking 


at him. — The Footſtep was of Gold. 


12. This Palace had many beautiful Apartments, in 
which all the Kings Arms hung; amongſt which were 
200 Targets of pure Gold, each of 600 Shekels weight, 
and 300 Gold Shields. — With theſe Shields and Tar- 


gets they guarded the King when he went to the 
Temple, 


13. The Court of this Palace was very neat and ſpa- 
cious, paved with different Sort of fine Marble, and 
ſurrounded with magnificent Galleries; over which 


many other elegant Chambers were built, that commu- 
n:cated within to the Hall of Juſtice. 


14. There were various Chambers for Pleaſure join'd 
to the Hall of Juſtice, where the King retired to divert 


bimſelf when the Buſineſs of that Court was over. 


15 There were other grand and ſpacious Chambers 
within thoſe Galleries, the Walls and Cielings whereof 


were embelliſh'd with a great Variety of Precious Stones 


of great Value, ſet in Gold, the ſame as the holy Tem- 
pie. In theſe Chambers were Rows of ſumptuous Ta- 
bles, fill'd with different Sorts of Gold Veſlels, all made 
with exquiſite Art and Work manſhip, Wy were uſed 
at the Ning's Banquets. 


16. There were allo in thoſe Chambers, Cifferent 


Rows of Seats, where the King's Attendants fat, each 
according to his Rank.

17. There was another Sett of grand Chambers, the 


Walls of which were cover'd with three different Sorts 
of Tapeſtry, in fine Perfection; others were of very. 
precious Marble, built ia the manner of the other 


Templ-s and Royal Houſes, and the Floors covered 


with Planks of Shittim wood. 


18, There was another curious Sett of Chambers, 
carved wich various Sorts of Trees and Plants, the 


Leaves and Branches of which were executed with ſuch 


Art, and appear'd ſo natural, that a Beholder could 


ſcare perſuade himſelf but that they moved ; the reſt of 


the Walls and Cielings were white, with Paintings in 


different Colours, 


19. In other Chambers, very rich and fomptuous, 


the King's Regalia were kept in great Regularity. 


20. Ocher Chambers, with Cloſets, were ſtored with 


all ſorts of Linnen; and the King's Garments were 
kept there.

21. There were other genteel . full of Per: 
fumes, for the Recreation of ſuch as went there. 


22, And other magnificent Chambers, furniſh'd with 
the richeſt Beds, and Bedſteads of the moſt precious 


Shittim-wood, cover'd with Gold, Silver, and Purple, 
were thoſe where the King laid. 


23. Sixty valiant 1ſraelites, with Swords by their Sides, 


ſtood round his Bed to guard his Perſon.“

Miniſters conſtantly reſided,

magnificent Steps to go up to the Palace and Cham- 
bers; ſimilar to thoſe of the Temple, and a magnificent 
Gallery to go from the Palace to the Temple. There 
were alſo Towers at each Corner of the ſaid Court. 


Of the Town, or Bake ANTON I 0. 


I. This Tower, or Fort, was built on a Rock 50 
Cubits high; 


it was ſituated on the North-weſt, near 
the Temple, from which it was ſeparated by very deep 


allies. 
2. Very ſmooth Stones ber placed round the Rock, 


which ſerved to ornament it, but were chiefly intended 


to prevent an Enemy from climbing up to the Fort, as 


by their Slipperinefs it would be impracticable. |

4. The Fort was 4 magnificent Building, an was q 


once call'd Baris, (which in Greek fiznifies Tower; 30 1 it 
was built by the Maccabees, who kept the Prieſts Robes 
or Garments in it. King Herod. afterwards rebuilt ix, 
for the Defence of the Temple, and beautified it in a 
moſt ſumptuous Manner : He gave it the Name of Fort 
Antonio, in Memory of his Friend Mark Anthony, for 
whom he had a particular Regard. 

This Fort was built upon the Top of the Rock, with- 
in the Wall juſt mention'd, was ſquare,,and 40 Cubits 
high; it had convenient Buildings and proper Apart- 
ments for a Palace. | 

5. There were ſpacious Chambers provided with all 
Sorts of Furniture for Company. 


6. There were other very genteel Bed-Chambers, 
with Beds and Bedſteads. 


7. And other Apartments, with Baths, Furnaces, and 

all Neceſſaries for bathing, 

8. There were four Towers erected at the four Cory 
ners of the Fort; three of them were 30 Cubits high, 
and the 4th, which was at the South-eaſt Corner, was 
raiſed to 70 Cubits high : From the Top of that Tower 

(and from no other Part) they could diſcover the whole 
Extent of the Temple, and upon the Approach of an 
Enemy, were ready to give Notice. 
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9. Guards were conſtantly poſted i in different Parts of 
the Fort for the Defence of the Temple. 
10. There was a magnificent Gallery to paſs from 


the Fort to the Temple, (as mentioned in Article 10, 


of the 2d Treatiſc.)

: Jeruſalem, or the Holy City, was antienily a Fort of the 


- Febufites, upon Mount Zion; it was not conquer'd in 


Foſhua's Time, but afterwards ſubdued by King David, 
who built the City there.
